THE FELIX GEM. 


This very important gem, a large dark sard, measuring 


13 am. across, belonged to the first great English collector 
of classical antiquities, the Earl of Arundel, who died 
in 1646; it then passed to the Marlborough Collection, 
and was later in that of Sir Arthur Evans. It bears the 
names, in Greek letters, of the owner, Calpurnius Severus 
(KAANOYPNIOY CEOYHPOY) and of the engraver, 
Felix (®9HAI= EMOUE!. The subject is Diomed and 
Odysseus carrying off the Palladion from Troy. Diomed, 
with the image of Athena in his left hand, and his sword in 
his right, climbs down over the wreathed altar. Odysseus, 
facing him, his sword in his left hand, points down with his 
right at a dead watchman, whose feet and shanks show behind 
a platform on the right of the representation. Both heroes 
wear a chlamys over the left arm, and Odysseus has a cap 
on his head. Between the two is a statue of Poseidon on a 
tall pedestal, and, beyond that, the embattled wall of Troy. 
The surface of the gem has been repolished, but this has 
hardly impaired the extraordinarily fine and minute work- 
manship. The date is not far from the beginning of our era.

inside in runes X: ff Hh:+T\)F (Ga-Alu-Ert), a North 
German sentence including the word “ Prosperity,” perhaps 
symbolising Good Luck, diam. of bezel 2cm., ring 2.5 cm., 
6th/Tth century; superb condition | 


* This rare ring was excavated by a member of the owner’s 
family in 1905 on the Austrian side of the borders of 
Austria and Bavaria. It is possible that it might have 
been a sealing ring. 

The decoration on the bezel is very akin to Anglo-Saxon 
work of the same period: see T. D. Kendrick’s “ Anglo- 
Saxon Art,” fig. 17, depicting the evolution of the Anglo- 
Saxon “ Ribbon Style” animal. See also “ Necropole de 
Vendel,” pl. 28, fig. 4. Compare also the centres of the 
Saucer Brooches from Northfleet, and for the intertwined 
ornament on the shank the Eastry Find, Maidstone 
Museum, Case “ O” and “ M.”’
